Dr.  Larry  Kramer,  Avila  president,  said  "This  $100,000 
Donor  Consortium  Challenge,  together  with  the  $50,000 
Steer  Dinner  Challenge  (see  related  story  on  this  page)  will 
enable  Avila's  friends  and  alumni  to  have  their  gift  dollars 


matched  during  1989.  Since  the  Annual  Fund  supports  the 
vital  day-to-day  operations  of  the  total  campus,  faculty,  staff 
and  students  will  all  benefit  from  the  generosity  of  these 
donors." 

This  will  be  the  second  consecutive  year  in  which  a 
$100,000  challenge  grant  has  been  secured  to  support  the 
Avila  Annual  Fund.  Last  year,  Avila's  alumni  and  friends 
responded  to  the  $100,00  Goppert  Challenge  by  increasing 
donations  32%  over  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  gifts 
to  the  Annual  Fund  increased  by  61%  and  the  number  of 
first-time  alumni  donors  increased  by  31%.

The  fall  of  1988  marks  a significant  turning  point  in  the 
full-time  student  enrollment  trends  of  Avila  College. 
While  official  figures  are  yet  to  be  compiled  by  the 
registrar's  office,  early  indications  are  that  full-time  enroll- 
ment has  increased  6%  over  the  fall  of  1987,  and  part-time 
and  graduate  enrollment  remains  strong  and  steady.  The 
increases  in  enrollment  this  fall,  and  the  increased  pool  of 
prospective  students  in  contact  with  the  admissions  office 
indicate  a new  trend  in  moderate  and  controlled  growth 
over  the  coming  years. 

The  increase  in  first-time  full-time  students  is  even 
more  impressive  than  the  total  enrollment  indicates," 
according  to  Thomas  Lease,  vice  president  and  dean  for 
student  affairs.  "We  are  experiencing  a strong  increase  in 
new  students  this  year,  as  well  as  an  improved  retention 
rate  for  continuing  students.  These  two  factors  indicate  our 
health  and  vitality  both  today  and  for  the  future." 

The  college  is  also  pleased  with  the  composition  of  the 
new  full-time  student  body.  Of  the  180  new  freshmen  and 


transfer  students,  31%  are  men,  42%  are  Catholic,  and 
16%  represent  ethnic  minority  groups.  The  rich  diversity 
of  the  incoming  students  reflects  the  mission  and 
philosophy  of  the  college  and  adds  to  the  stimulating 
environment  necessary  for  an  exciting  liberal  arts  campus. 

"This  fall's  enrollment  growth  is  a reflection  of  the 
groundwork  laid  by  a dedicated  staff  in  the  admissions 
office  during  the  past  year  and  the  cooperative  efforts  of 
the  entire  campus,"  James  Millard,  director  of  admissions 
explained.  "The  recruitment  and  enrollment  process  is  one 
which  covers  a working  span  with  individual  students  of 
18-24  months.  The  experienced  counselors  in  admissions 
are  seeing  the  fruit  of  their  labors  over  the  past  two  years, 
and  have  done  considerable  work  with  prospects  for  the 
fall  of  1989." 

The  college  is  planning  for  continued  growth  during  the 
coming  years,  with  strong  emphasis  on  the  academic 
preparation  of  its  students,  as  well  as  their  interest  and 
commitment  to  a "holistic"  education  at  Avila.

Judge  Edith  Messina  Honored  As  Outstanding  Alumna  of  the  Year 


Judge  Edith  Messina,  Division  12,  Circuit  Court  of 
Jackson  County,  was  named  Outstanding  Alumna  of 
the  Year  for  1988  at  Homecoming  observances  on 
October  2.  In  citing  Judge  Messina,  Dr.  Kramer,  Avila's 
president,  noted  her  contributions  to  the  college  and 
community.  "Her  strength  of  character  was  recognized  by 
her  peers  at  Avila  when  they  elected  her  student  body 
president  in  1966  and  she  has  continued  to  reflect  honor 
upon  both  herself  and  Avila,"  Dr.  Kramer  said. 

The  honoree  graduated  from  Avila  with  a B.A.  degree  in 
english  literature.  After  serving  two  years  as  a teacher  with 
the  Peace  Corps  in  northern  Nigeria,  she  attended  the 
University  of  Missouri  Kansas  City  School  of  Law  where  she 
earned  a juris  doctorate  degree  in  1974.  She  served  seven 
years  as  staff  attorney  for  the  Jackson  County  Public 
Defender's  Office. 

In  October  1984,  Governor  John  Ashcroft  appointed 
Judge  Messina  to  the  Circuit  Court  — the  first  woman  judge 
to  be  named  in  the  16th  Judicial  Circuit. 

Judge  Messina  is  the  second  recipient  of  Avila's 
Outstanding  Alumni  Award.  Last  year's  honoree  was 
Nancy  Barr,  Class  of  '73.

Without  his 
support  and  encouragement,  I would  never  have 
graduated,  much  less  be  continuing  my  education  in 
medical  school  this  fall. 

Finally,  recognition  is  owed  to  the  faculty  and  staff  of 
Avila  College.  Their  doors  are  always  open  and  they 
are  ready  to  listen  and  help  in  any  way.  I have  attended 
several  schools,  both  large  and  small,  over  the  course  of 
my  college  career  and  have  concluded  that  the  people 
at  Avila  are  a terrific  resource.  Their  caring,  concern 
and  dedication  are  advantages  not  found  at  most 
schools.

Twenty-five  years  ago  Avila  College  was  a 
melee  of  mud  and  corn  fields.  Today  it  is  a 
beautiful  50-acre  campus  with  nine  serviceable 
buildings  blended  tastefully  into  the  terrain  with 
the  chapel  and  convent  in  the  center  — a joy  to 
view  from  any  chosen  prospective.  Faith  in  God 
plus  hard  work  channeled  toward  a worthwhile 
goal  were  combined  to  make  Avila  the  fine 
college  for  men  and  women  in  South  Kansas  City 
of  which  so  many  current  students  and  zealous 
alumni  are  justly  proud.

coeducational  community;  opening  graduate 
programs  in  business,  education  and  psychology; 
broadening  of  student  services,  including  cam- 
pus ministry,  counseling,  and  college  skills  — all 
directed  toward  maintaining  the  best  possible 
educational  experience  for  all  Avila  students. 

Sister  Olive  Louise  spoke  of  the  passing  of  the 
torch  of  the  presidency  from  Sister  Mary  Daniel  to 
her  to  Dr  Larry  Kramer.  Sister  Marie  Georgette 
observed  that  hardships  were  of  no  concern 
because  "we  wanted  to  build  a great  college."

I 
spoke  of  the  oratory  of  Mayor  H.  Roe  Bartle  at  the 
groundbreaking  ceremony,  as  he  exclaimed,  with 
all  the  fervor  of  every  one  of  his  300/350  pounds, 
"These  Sisters  have  given  their  life  blood  to  this 
college."  Sister  M.  de  La  Salle  told  of  the  white 
dust  that  necessitated  her  washing  her  shoestrings 
very  often  to  bring  them  back  to  their  original 
black  color  and  of  the  owl  that,  because  of  the 
glazer  strike,  easily  found  his  way  into  Avila's 
academic  buildings  and  would  not  be  displaced. 
All  this  and  much  more,  was  related  in  ways  that 
only  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet  who  had 
lived  through  those  pioneer  days  could  relate  in 
all  their  pristine  grandeur. 

Under  God,  we  have  come  a long  way,  but, 
using  present  candidate  terminology,  we  trust, 
God  willing,  "the  best  is  yet  to  come."  We  could 
have  worked  just  as  hard  and  had  nothing  to  show 
for  it.  All  praise,  glory,  and  honor  be  to  God, 
Who  has  led  us  to  this  day!  It  is  our  fervent  prayer 
that,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  we 
may  bring  to  our  students  and  all  with  whom  we
